LOCAL EVENTS. 


Three Inquests Held by the 
' Coroner. 


DROWNED IN SIN PEDRO BAY 


The Los Angeles 
Baseball Team 
Again Wins a Game—The Fall 
of a Bank. 


On Saturday last Coroner Meredith 
held two inquests, the first being a t Wil­ 
mington upon the body of Juan Ram es, 
a native of California, 32 years of age, 
who d ed from natural causes about 10 
o’clock on Saturday morning, and the 
other at San Pedro apon the body of 
Chas. F. Mackie, a native of Ireland, 23 
years of age, who 
was accidentally 
drowned in San Pedro harbor. 
From the testimony adduced in the 
Ramez case it was learned that th e de­ 
ceased had suffered from convulsions at 
frequent intervals prior to his death, and 
that about 7 o’clock on 8aturday m orn­ 
ing he was attacked by one of these 
spells, which was, however, of more 
than ordinary duration. 
He complained 
of a severe pain in the region of his 
heart, and after suffering intensely for 
several hours, during which he went 
into convulsions six times, he died in the 
presence of a number of neighbors, who 
had been summoned by his wife. 
In the San Pedro case, it was shown 
that young Mackie had been missing 
since January 29th, on the evening of 
which date he was seen by several men 
who knew him , in four or five different 
saloons, in various stages of intoxication. 
Before going on his spree Mackie had an­ 
nounced his intention of rowing in a skiff 
to W hite Point; but when last seen, 
about 6 o’clock in the evening, he in­ 
formed a m an named Charles Baker 
that he was going over to Rattlesnake 
island. 
He then had a.flask cf whiskey 
in his pocket, which he p»ocured at 
J alius Blatt’s saloon. Nothing more was 
heard of him until February 1st, when it 
was rumored that he had not reached 
home, but no attention was paid to the 
matter until Saturday morning last, when 
a corpse was found floating in the ship­ 
yard of the harbor, which on being 
dragged ashore, wae readily identified as 
that of young Mackie. 
By order of the 
Coroner a postmortem examination of 
the body was made by Dr. W. A. Wel­ 
don, when it waB found th at there was 
an abrasion of the skin on the left side 
of the jaw, which, however, was such as 
to leave no doubt as to its having been 
received before death, and evidently 
caused 
by 
the 
deceased 
having 
fallen 
against 
a 
rough 
object. 
There were also several other marks, 
but these, in all probability, had been re­ 
ceived while floating about in the water 
after death. The physicUn pronounced 
drowning as the cause of death, in his 
opinion, and the jury returned a verdict 
in accordance ¿herewith. 
On his return from San Pedro yeeter- 
day morning Coroner Meredith 
was 
called npon to m ake another investiga­ 
tion, and as soon as possible a jury was 
summoned to the undertaking parlors of 
Garrett <k Samson, to inquire into the 
cause of the death of Robert Lewis, a 
native of Connecticut, 60 years of age, 
who died suddenly in his room at the 
Occidental lodging-house on Main street 
Saturday morning. 
It was shown that the old m an had 
been eick for about three weeks past, 
and that on Friday evening he became 
very much worse. 
His landlady visited 
him about eight o’clock in the evening, 
with his supper, and found him breath­ 
ing very heavily and apparently suffer­ 
ing great pain. About three o’clock in 
the morning she again went to see how 
he was progressing, and found him sit­ 
ting in a chair at his bedside, in a dying 
condition. 
She called Dr. J. J. Choate, 
and laid the sick man upon the floor, 
hut subsequently with the assistance of 
J. F. Butterfield, who occupied the room 
next door, put him to bed again. 
On the 
arrival of the physician he at once pro­ 
nounced Lewie’s symptoms to be those 
of apoplexy, but as the old man was al 
ready partially paralized on the left side, 
there was no hope for his recovery, and 
about 4 :1& o’clock he expired. 
The jury on learning the facts returned 
a verdict of death from natural causes.

About 8 ;30 last night a landslide oc­ 
curred on the northern side of Bellevne 
avenue, between Castelar and Rosas 
streets, several hundred tons of earth 
and rocks being precipitated upon the 
sidewalk and roadway for a distance of 
about sixty feet in length.

As Lord had heard footsteps 
clcse behind him just after reaching the 
place, and after tbe accident was un­ 
able to see anyone in the vicinity, he 
came to the conclusion that the m an who 
was following him had been buried in 
the debris, and he at once communicated 
hi3 fears to the police. 
Detective Bow­ 
ler was dispatched to the scene with a 
lantern, but as the mass of fallen earth 
was about twelve feet in height, it was 
impossible to discover w hether any per­ 
son was underneath it, r .d should there 
have beeD, be must inevitably have been 
killed by the weight of the earth. Tbe 
lantern was placed as a warning to the 
public, but no efforts were made to re­ 
move the huge pile of fallen earth. 
The 
cause of the slide is unknown, but yes­ 
terday morning’s earthquake may have 
tended to loosen the earth, which was on 
the edge of a deep cut.

T he 
general exercises 
w ere in charge of A. M cN ally, S. G rant 
an d V ictor Ponet. 
T he procession form ed at the corner of 
F irs t and M ain streets, at a little before 
2 o’clock. 
D. F . Donegan acted as m ar­ 
sh al. 
I t consisted of twelve m ounted 
police, the C ity B and, A ncient O rder of 
H ib ern ian s, C atholic K nights, 
Young 
M en’s In stitu te, C atholic U nion, Socie­ 
dad P rogresista M exicana and a num ber 
of carriages in w hich w ere th e fathers 
an d th e speakers of th e occasion. 
A t half-past 2 th e procession arrived at 
th e asylum on S eventh stree t and Boyle 
avenue.

of C harity betook them selves from th eir 
hom es in th e Ease aDd followed th e star 
of civilization w estw ard aa til they reacned 
the Pacific Coast.

6, 1858, th a t six of them arrived in Los 
Angeles and established them selves in 
the work of rearing th e youth of th e 
country.

W ith regard to th e lim it of th e right 
of the btate over the rig h ts of individuals, 
one of two hypotheses m u st be adopted! 
E ither it is~lim ited or unlim ited. 
The 
idea that th e pow er of th e G overnm ent 
is unlim ited is untenable. 
I t is th e p re­ 
vailing theory in Europe. 
At the end of th e d ark agos, about th e 
tenth century, w ith th e b irth of feudal­ 
ism , arose th e au lh o rity of lords and 
barons over th e people. 
T he consolida­ 
tion of th e kingly or central pow er b e­ 
came necessary to th e protection of th e 
people. 
T h eir 
em ancipation 
from 
the 
control 
of 
the 
m edieval 
political 
bosses 
w as 
obtained 
by 
transferring all power to th e sovereign, 
and 
thus 
th e 
protection 
of 
the 
people depended upon th e stren g th of the 
central governm ent. 
T h at w hich was 
originally asserted of th e king cam e to 
be asserted of th e G overnm ent— th a t it 
was the source of u n lim ited pow er over 
the rights of individuals. 
T his theory is 
still held by thoughtless people. 
The 
heresy had crossed th e A tlantic and 
found believers in th is country. 
B ut th e 
truth is th a t th e contrary theory was es­ 
tablished in A m ericau constitutional law. 
The A m erican theory is th a t th e power 
of governm ent should be lim ited as far 
as possible by constitutional restrictions. 
All State constitutions w ere enacted for 
tbe express purpose of lim iting th e power 
of the G overnm ent. 
It was also a recog­ 
nized principle in 
A m erica th a t th e 
powers of governm ent are lim ited by 
fundam ental political principles. 
T here 
are two provisions in our constitutions 
that protect 
every 
class 
of 
rights. 
One is th a t no m an shall be deprived 
of 
life 
or 
liberty 
unless 
by 
due 
process of 
la w ; 
th e 
o th er 
is 
th a t 
no State shall pass a law im pairing th e 
obligation of a contract. 
T ne doctrine 
that the pow ers of th e G overnm ent are 
lim ited h ad been assorted by Coke an d 
other judges, b u t questioned by C am p­ 
bell and later E nglish w riters. 
T he doc­ 
trine, how ever, is well established in 
A m erican law (W ilkinson vs. Leland). 
It was asserted in th e proposition in th e 
Federal constitution th a t th e G overn­ 
m ent was organized to establish justice. 
It should be alw ays kept in m ind th a t 
hum an governm ent is established to ad ­ 
m inister, not to create, justice. 
If it 
failed to do so it failed iu its m ost im ­ 
portant function. 
I t is necessary, th e re­ 
fore. to keep in view the distinction b e­ 
tw een th e theory of rig h ts and th e th e ­ 
ory of actions. 
The lecture closed w ith a discussion of 
th e distinction betw een judicial and o r­ 
dinary legislation, and of the relation of 
custom to law . 
These custom s w ere of 
m ercantile origin an d th e courts took 
cosrnizance of them . 
R ight h ere it appears to th e average 
laym an is th e sp o t to reform th e law. 
C ustom s of m erch an ts and decisions of 
courts m ay hnve been all rig h t enough 
in ages past, but in th e p resen t day of 
enlightened thongh t th e law s of such a 
land as ours ought to be b etter codified 
and reduced m ore nearly to th e state of 
an ab stract science, w hose principles 
m ight be clearer th a n is th e present 
practice of th e law.

Colonel Sm ith delivered two lectures 
last week, as usual, to th e law students 
of th e city. 
These talks are given th e 
young m eu on th e evenings of T uesday 
and W ednesday of each week. 
O n last 
Tuesday th e subject w as, " W h a t is a 
C ontract?” 
It w as define 1 as follows : 
"A n agreem ent on concurrence of two 
parties in th e expression of an assen t to 
th e transfer of a rig h t from one of the 
parties to th e other or to a th ird p erson.” 
C ontracts m ay be rsgarded as agree­ 
m ents for the transfer of rights, such 
agreem ent not to be understood as re­ 
ferring to th e m ere wills or intentions of 
tho parties, but to their acts or expressed 
volitions. 
It was not necessary th a t th e 
expression of assent should be sim u l­ 
taneous. 
The essential elem ents of a contract 
were explained. These w ere: (1) parties 
capable of agreeing; (2) tho cause on 
consideration ; (3) oiler and acceptance. 
N othing is donaidera;ion th a t is n o t re­ 
garded as such by both parties. 
The 
agreem ent m ust be expressed. 
There 
m ust alw ays be au offer and acceptance, 
upon concurrence of which a contract r e ­ 
sults. 
T he proposal m ust be designed to 
take effect as a contract upon the m ere 
concurrence of tho other party. T he offer 
m ust be intended to create legal rela­ 
tions. 
I a every contract there are four 
juridical acts of will involved—tw o of 
them beiDg preparatory, aud tw o of 
them constitutive acts, th e two pre­ 
paratory acts being th e offer an d pro­ 
posal, and th e constitutive acts being the 
prom ise and acceptance. 
Ascent can be 
expressed to take effect in th e future as 
well as in th e present. 
A conditional 
acceptance is a rejection of the offer. 
R evocation of offer m ust be com m uni­ 
cated to th e other party. 
Acceptance 
before such com m unication of revocation 
constitutes a contract. 
T his m ay be 
either directly or by m ode indicated iu 
th e offor. 
These principles are subject 
to th e qualification th a t th e m atter pro 
posed be possible at th e tim e of ac­ 
ceptance. 
On F riday th e subject discussed was 
"b ta tu te and 
C ustom .” 
The 
lecture 
treated of legislative acts or statutes 
judicial acts or judgm ents, end of cus! 
tom , especially of th e cuetoai of the 
courts or judicial precedent. 
The lect­ 
urer defined legislative acts as the mere 
acts of m en differing from other men 
only in beiug vested w ith political power 
or the rig h t of legislation. 
They derive 
w hatever validity they m ay have from 
th e right vested in the legislature over 
the m atters to which they relate. 
Laws 
in this respect are analogons to contracts 
aud other expressions of th e will of pri­ 
vate individuals. 
Like other expressions 
of human w ill, statutory laws enter into 
the determination of rights only as els-

CROSSING THE PLAINS IN 
’49. 


A Countless Band of B u ffa lo s —Swim­ 
m ing Rivers and Fording Quick­ 
sands to Seek Gold. 


T he n e x t install m ent of J . M. H ix ­ 
so n ’s journal across th s plains in 1849 
given below is of unusual in terest b e­ 
cause of th e stirring incidents it re cites: 
C am p No. 19 w as pitched on Sunday, 
M ay 26, 1849. 
W e lay in cam p all day. 
W e overhauled our loading and found 
w e h ad m ore provisions on h an d than 
we would be likely to use, a n d th e roads 
being so fearfully bad we concluded we 
w ould dispose of som e m ore flour and 
bacon. 
I t was of th e utm ost im portance 
to save our m ules in every way we could, 
for on th em we depended to get to our 
jou rn ey ’s end. 
We realized we had a 
long road to travel. 
Wo h ad now been 
o ut tw enty days and had not got to th e 
yard gate as it were on th e journey. 
T his was a cold, bleak, w indy place. 
T he w ind alw ays blow s here. 
W hy a 
fort should have been located h ere I 
can ’t im agine. 
On M onday morniner, M ay 21et, we 
left cam p a t an early hour and drove 
over to th e fort an d sold 900 pounds of 
flotfr an d bacon at two cents a p o u n d - 
p retty cheap for su ch goods, after h aul­ 
ing them so far th ro u g h th e m ud, b u t as 
our purchaser was sutler to U ncle S am ’s 
soldiers, of course h e h ad to m ake a few 
hun d red per cent. 
T he fort w as com­ 
posed of a few m ud houses, situated in a 
m ud flat, a m iserable-looking place for a 
h abitation. 
In getting in to th e fort to 
deliver our provision, one of our team s 
m ired dow n, and we had a great tim e to 
get th em out. 
A fter leaving th e fort we 
h ad fearful roads for eight m iles, w hen 
w e reached a higher level and h ad good 
roads. 
Traveling tw enty-three m iles we 
encam ped on th e bank of th e river in 
th e finest grass found since we started. 
W ood was very scarce, and th a t w et 
d rift wood. 
There were plenty of an te­ 
lope, b ut they were sq sky we could not 
g et n ear enough to shoot them . 
They 
w ere very tantalizing, com ing in drovoB 
to th e bluff along th e bottom ju st out of 
range of our guns, and w hen we started 
after them they scam pered off. W e got 
an early sta rt for C am p 20, on Tuesday, 
M ay 22—The n ight was very cold aiid 
roads fairly good. 
In th e afternoon it 
com m enced to rain, and th e w ind was 
from th e n o rth an d very penetrating. 
W e traveled 
tw enty-five 
m iles, 
and 
cam ped on th e bank of th e P latte again. 
T here was no fuel b u t buffalo chipa. W e 
h ad p&3sed tons of provisions piled up on 
th e roadside th e p ast few days, m ostly 
bacon. 
W e leached C am p 21 on W ednesday, 
M ay 23. 
W e struck out a t 5:30 a. m . 
I t was fearfully cold, and we overtook 
an d traveled aw hile and m oaned with 
a lot of boys from C lay county, M issouri 
w ho had ox team s. 
In th e afternoon 
we left th em — m aking during th e day 
tw enty-five m ilea—an d encam ped aw ay 
from th e river. 
Wood and w ater were 
scarce, grass fair. 
W e w ere in th e m idst 
of th e buffalo country, and th ere were 
evidences of them , b u t a t th is season of 
th e y ear th ey are m ostly back on the 
h ighlands, as th ere is plenty of w ater 
th e re at th is season of th e year. 
In fall 
th ey com e to th e P latte bottom for w ater. 
C am p 22 was pitched on T hursday, M ay 
24th. 
W e got on th e road by 5 a. m . 
By 6 it w as raining h ard , w hich contin­ 
ued all day. 
Cold and disagreeable as 
it m ight be, there m ight be better tim es 
ahead, b ut so far it h ad been trying on 
m an and beast. 
W e say th e first large h erd of buffaloes 
today, m ilee ahead. 
W e discovered a 
d ark streak ex terd in g from th e high 
lands on th e boup fork to th e north, 
crossing the P latte river and onto the 
h igh plateau to th e Bouth, resem bling 
th e shadow of a black cloud. 
A s we 
drew nigh we saw it was a countless 
h erd of buffaloes. 
T hey w ere under full 
ru n , w ith th eir heads dow n. 
Tho head 
one could n ot stop if he w ould, and the 
h in d one w ould not stop if h e could. 
If 
one said th ere 
wab 100,000 h is word 
w ould n ot be doubted, or if the num ber 
w as put at 1,000,000, or 10j000,000, no 
one could prove th e num ber incorrect, 
for th e nu m b er could not be counted. 
I 
th o u g h t I had seen a great m any ta d ­ 
poles in a pool, and hogs in a lane when 
th ey used to drive hogs from K entucky to 
■Virgiania, b u t I never saw so m any 
anim als occupying bo com pact a space, 
T he space 
was m iles and 
m iles in 
length and handredB of yards in w idth. 
T here w as nothing could stand in th eir 
course. 
As they ascended th e hills to 
th e south on to th e high table land, they 
scattered into bunches, and it is then 
the In d ian s and h u n te rs go in to get the 
hides—th e celebrated 
buffalo robes— 
leaving th e carcases on th e plains, 
h ad often heard th e m ountaineers tell of 
th e im m ense h erd s of buffalo on th e 
plains, but I could form no idea of the 
countless nu m bers u n til I saw thfese. 
Traveling tw enty m iles we pitched 
C am p No. 23 on F rid ay , M ay 25th. 
It 
rained all night. 
A fter a breakfast of 
coffee, slapjack and bacon, we got on the 
road a little after sunrise. 
W e soon left 
th e bottom , and traveled over points of 
hills and cam e back into th e bottom and 
eam ped, 
traveling 
eighteen 
m iles, 
A ntelope wae very plentiful. 
C am p No. 24 w as reached S aturday 
M ay 26th. 
W e left th e cam p a t ( 
a. 
m . 
T he 
n ig h t 
waa 
cold, 
w ith 
a 
n o rth 
w ind. 
G rass 
waa 
good, 
b u t tbercf w as no wood. 
T here is no 
tim ber on th e P latte aloug here. 
W e reached th e Bouth P latte this 
afternoon an d crossed it. 
T his w as one 
of th e things, if one had not seen others 
do th e sam e thing, they w ould hardly 
feel like undertaking. 
T he stream is 
severe, ab o u t a h u n d red feet w ide and 
very m uddy, like th e M issouri river, and 
shifting san d s and w hirlpools and eddy­ 
ing of th e w ater give it th e appearance of 
being deep. T he w ater waa well up on th e 
sides of th e m ules, b u t I believe none of 
ours h ad to sw im . 
O thers w ho w ere leso 
careful 
got th eir team s in to sw im ing 
w ater. 
Two of us rode just ahead of the 
w agons and w ide enough ao a rt to pre­ 
v en t m istaking th e route. _ W e dropped 
dow n 
th e river som e distance 
from 
w nere we started in so as to have the 
force of th e current to carry th e w agons 
an d anim als. 
To have to stop any length 
of tim e m ight prove very disastrous, ae 
th ere is b u t a sh ell 
of

w ould

quickpands, from w hich we could not get 
out. W e got across all safe, and traveled 
a sh o rt distance u p the w est bank and 
cam ped, having traveled tw enty-three 
m iles. 
T here w ere • great m a n ; Bionx 
Tnrthns along th e Wank of th e South 
P iatto. 
As they h a d th e ir equaw e a c d 
papooses an d ponies we h ad no fear ex 1 


cept of 
th eir 
thieving. 
T he Indiane 
along h ere w ere w ell supplied w ith guns 
and am m unition, h ad p len ty of blan­ 
kets, good buckskin clothing and had a 
thrifty appearance generally, m ore so 
th an th e tribes along th e borders of the 
States. Being in th e m idst of th e buffalo 
country, they get th e robes w hich they 
barter to traders, an d from th e carcas of 
th e buffalo and th e antelope they get 
plenty to eat w ith little exertion. 
C am p 26 waa pitched on S unday, May 
27th. 
W e m ade an early sta rt, th e night 
being very cold, form ing ice one-quarter 
of au inch thick. 
A fter traveling up 
th e river som e ten m ilea we tu rn ed to 
th e right hand and crossed a hig h plateau 
some 
400 
feet 
above 
th e 
w aters 
of 
th e 
P latte, 
and 
w ent 
down 
th e 
A sh 
to 
th e 
N orth 
P latte 
T he descent into th e hollow was very 
steep. 
T his was a w ild rom antic place. 
T he sideB of th e bluffs w ere covered 
w ith trees and brush, and looked the 
very place for am bushing th e traveler. 
W e encam ped a t th e m outh of th e A sh, 
near th e N orth P latte, am ongst san d ­ 
stones, w ith b u t little grass. 
W e had 
gathered som e dry wood as we passed 
down th e cafion, so we had flre enough to 
cook a fairly good m eal. 
W e m ade C am p No. 26 M ay 28th, and 
got an early start. 
T he road was heavy 
with e&nd, and th e bottom very narrow , 
and there b o iD g a large num ber of team s 
and a bad chance to pass, we m ade an 
early stop, unly traveling th irtee n m iles. 
C am p No 20 was pitched on Tuesday, 
May 29. 
W e struck out early, th e road 
being very heavy w ith sand. 
W e h ad a 
fearful storm of rain , w ith th u n d er and 
lightning, heavy w ind and som etim es 
hail. 
Such h ail I never saw anything 
like in th e States. Instead of being round 
they w ere cakes of ice. 
W e stopped for 
th e nig h t at 5 p. m ., having traveled 
tw enty-three milea. 
W ednesday, M ay 30th, we rem ained 
in cam p all day, and a m ost disagreeable 
day it was. 
I t rained h ard all day. 
O ur 
wood having given out, an d in this n a r­ 
row, sandy bottom 
buffalo chips being 
scarce, and w hat th e re w as w et, we had 
but little fire, m erely enough to m ake 
coffee. 
W e had to content ourselves 
w ith hardtack. T he only chance to w arm 
ourselves was to beat our sides w ith our 
arm s and run over th e sand dunes, or 
roll up in our b lankets in th e wagons. 
T he latter wan th e m ost agreeable, but 
some of ue h ad to be out to look after the 
m ules.

B o w to Dispose o f N torni-« u ler. 
T h e paat w inter, w ith its unusual d el­ 
uge of rain, raises in a serious form th e 
question how to tak e care of storm -w atf r 
in th is city. 
T he fact th a t such dow n­ 
pours are unusual, is no answ er to this 
question. 
E ven if such a w inter is to be 
enconntered only once in ten years, th e 
havoc w rought th is w inter suggests th e 
im portance of preparing for its re c u r­ 
rence. 
Storm -w ater d rains will not do, 
for th e largest dream ed of by th e e n ­ 
gineers would cut no figure in th e ca rry ­ 
in g off of such floods as w ent down m any 
of our streets. 
I t would be th e essence 
of m adness to attem p t to handle such 
stream s by collecting th em rapidly into 
one cu rren t and ru nning them under 
ground. 
T he true theory in handling 
storm -w ater is to keep it from collecting 
in one channel as m uch as possible until 
i t reaches som e n atu ral conduit to the 
s e a ; and to keep it above ground except­ 
ing 
in 
rare 
cases 
w here 
this 
is 
im possible. 
Before 
th e 
city 
w as b u ilt here th e storm -w ater found 
its w ay to th e rive r bed b y hook or by 
crook. 
T he river b ed or by way of Bal- 
lo n a creek are th e n a tu ra l outfalls for 
th is storm -w ater, and it is by these it 
should still go to th e sea. 
T he question 
is to get it to these natural channels 
so as to allow its doing th e m inim um of 
dam age to property, and to do this at th e 
m inim um expanse in the construction of 
a system . 
Since th e city h as been bu ilt 
u p th e only available w ay for the w ater 
is in th e streets, w hether by storm drains 
u n d er ground, or by th e surface of th e 
streets. If it is tru e th a t th e storm -w ater 
should ba kept above ground excepting 
in excsptional cases, th e n it m ust flow in 
th e streets. 
B ut it is to get it out of the 
streets th e cry 
is 
raised 
by those 
w ho 
w ish 
to 
dispose of th e 
tor­ 
re n ts by 
ru n n in g 
th em 
aw ay 
u n ­ 
d e r 
ground. 
T he 
streets 
as 
they 
a re m ade are n ot good conduits for this 
w ater; b u t why not change th e m anner 
of m aking streets. 
These thoroughfares 
a re still copied after country roads as 
th ey werb m ade a century ago. 
In the 
construction of 
highw ays 
our 
great­ 
grandfathers found th a t by crow ning in 
th e m iddle th e w ater ran off to th e sides 
to the b etterm ent of th e road. 
W e are great creatures of h ab it, aDd 
th e re is little originality in th e hum an 
m in d , so w hen we cam e to m ake city 
streets we p atterned them after the roads, 
so as to direct th e w ater tow ards our 
doors and cellars as m uch as possible. 
If th e streets of Los A ngeles w ere paved 
so as to m ake a depression in th e center 
a n d a rise at th e curbs, all the storm -' 
w ater of th e recan t rain s m ight easily 
h av e been ru n to th e river or out to th e 
Bftllona 
c eek. 
T here is 
positively 
n o 
reason 
w hy 
they 
should 
not 
b e so constructed. T he sidew alks should 
b e m ade high enough a t all points to 
tu rn th e w ater back to th e center of th e 
streets. 
There is no reason w hy the 
sidew alks should b e th e sam e height 
above th e streets at all points. 
T he ele­ 
v atio n should vary so as to ru n th e water 
aw ay from th e house. 
A ny one w ho w ill sit dow n and with 
unb iased m ind th in k of this, and will 
follow th e streets in his m in d ’s eye, will 
see how well th is p lan w ould work. 
The 
c ity should be so paved as to tu rn the 
w ater from th e streets running north and 
so u th into those ru n ning east and w est, 
a n d so carry it to th e river as fast aa 
possib le. 
In th a t p art of th e city lying 
along Figneroa an d W ashington streets 
th e w ater sh o ald be collected into these 
a n d parallel streets so as to run off to the 
B allo n a creek. 
W ith such a change in th e contour of 
th e streets, an d w ith w ell paved th o r­ 
o ughfares, th ere would resu lt th e very 
m in im u m of discom fort an d dam age to 
th e city an d th e people. 
T here are only 
a few obvious principles th a t enter into 
th e plan. 
R aise th e street* a t th e side­ 
w alks and dep ress th em in th e center. 
C arry th e w ater as rapidly as possible 
tow ard* th e n atu ral channels to th e sea, 
an d in as m any stream s as possible, so 
a s to prevent th e form ation of strong 
cu rren ts. 
R esort to underground con­ 
d u its only w here absolutely necessary to 
ca rry th e w ater as short a distance as 
possible over any intervening ridge of 
g round, an d use th e n atu ral o utlets to 
th e sea, and as m an y of them as exist. 
I t is true th is plan does not include the 
ca re of th e Los A ngeles cable sy stem ,b a t 
th e 
engine 
houses 
of th a t 
system 
are very faultily placed. 
T hey are at 
low levels, and th e engines are below 
g ronnd. 
They o u g h t to be on elevated 
sites and on th e surface. 
T he city can 
n o t well be expected to rem edy th e m is­ 
tak e m ade in thiB m atter. 
T he plan outlined does not necessitate 
th e repaving of any street now paved. 
T re at th e streets not paved in th ie m a n ­ 
n er as fast as th ey are paved, an d tre a t 
th e streets already im proved by th e new 
m eth o d when th ey com e to be repaved. 


W k f u l l y appreciate th e dilem m a in 
w hich M ayor H azard w as placed w hen 
h e w as required to either veto or sign th e 
R etren ch m en t O rdinance. 
If h e had

cip al legislature was guilty of. 
The 
M atro n of th e G irls’ H om e drew th e 
p altry salary of $50 per m onth, and this 
is all th e city contributed to an in- 
slitn tio n 
th a t 
h as 
reclaim ed 
h u n ­ 
d re d s of an fo rtn n ate girls from a life of 
a b a m e, a n d w hich h as been need as a 


public institution by th e courts in com­ 
m itting persons to its care. 
Then it 
finds a sexton in th e C ity Cem etery and 
it abolishes th e office, though a neces­ 
sary one. 
T he great leaks are in the 
ex trav ag an t prices paid for supplies th a t 
w ere n o t subjected to com petitive bids, 
an d in th e lack of econom ical business 
m ethods th a t have characterized every 
d ep artm en t of th e governm ent. 
Closing 
th e spiggot w nile th e bunghole is left 
open has n ev er yet. got a city out of a fix.

Plan* 
W e have heretofore discussed the plan 
of paving our streets by th e extension of 
th e city’s credit to th e property fronting 
on th e stree ts to be paved. 
No one will 
gainsay 
th e 
proposition 
th a t a city 
w hich h as streets th a t are well paved, 
a p a rt from th e convenience and com fort 
th ey im p art, possesses a pow erful factor 
in favor of its rapid im provem ent and 
grow th. 
W ell 
paved 
streets induce 
strangers to m ake th e ir lyomes in cities 
th a t have th e m , and capitalists to invest 
th e ir capital in th e m . 
We shall prob­ 
ably soon have a very com plete internal 
sew er 
system , 
an d 
th a t 
should 
be 
followed 
by 
th e 
paving 
of 
all th e streets w ithin a reasonable radias 
of th e center of th e city. 
W hilst prop­ 
erty holders would generally refuse to 
pave their streets u n d er th e im m ediate 
paym ent system , b u t few would object 
if they coaid pay for th e w ork in sm all 
yearly 
assessm ents, 
ru n n in g 
over a 
period of tw enty or even ten years. 
T he plan th a t h as been adopted in 
Denver has w orked w ell and to th e satis­ 
faction of everybody, as we learn from 
persons w ho are from there. 
W e are 
not 
fully 
inform ed 
of 
th e 
details 
of 
th a t 
p lan , 
b u t 
we 
can, 
from 
w hat 
we 
know 
of 
it, 
out­ 
line th e m ain features oi w hat such a 
plan should include. 
T he city w ould be 
authorized by th e Legislature to issue 
bonds draw ing interest, to ru n ten or 
tw enty year*. 
W henever th e property- 
holders on a given street petitioned to 
have th e ir street paved, the city engineer 
would be required to report th e cost and 
th e apportionm ent to be assessed to 
each lot. 
T he city would then order th e 
work and pay for it in bonds. 
The ow n­ 
ers of lots wonld be required to pay into 
th e treasury every y ear until th e entire 
cost was liquidated w hatever fraction of 
th e whole am ount th e yearly assessm ent 
would come to; so th a t at th e m a tu rity 
of th e bonds th e entire am ount w ould be 
in hand to cancel them . 
Let us say th a t A owns a frontage of 
100 feet on a street 60 feet from curb to 
curb 
He would be required to pave to 
the m iddle of the s tre e t; th a t would be a 
surperfi.ues of 3,000 square feet. 
Say 
the cost of paving was 25 cents per square 
foot, his liabilities would be $750. 
A dd, 
say, 5 per c*nt. in terest, an d th e total 
would be $787 50. 
If th e bonds ran for 
ten years, he would only be called upon 
to pav $78 75 per vear to m eet th«»m at 
m aturity ; if for tw enty y ears, $39 37>¿. 
In th is easv way he could liquidate th e 
d ebt and his property w ould hav e th e 
benefit of th e im provem ent. 
If th e paving w ere general, as it would 
be, the increased value of th e property 
would m ore than cover th e cost of th e 
im provem ent. 
T he 
great 
objection 
people have to paving th« streets, espe­ 
cially if th e ir property is a little rem oved 
from th e business center, is in being 
forced to pay out a large lum p sum at 
once. 
In m ost cases they are not able to 
do so w ithout borrow ing, and wo know 
w h at usurious in terest they are com ­ 
pelled to stan d w hen they are forced into 
th e m aw s of th e m oney sharks. 
W e 
know people who have h ad to borrow 
money to pay their taxes, an d could only 
get it from th e brokers at th e enorm ous 
rate oí 2 per cent, a m onth. 
N otes have 
been show n us actually draw ing th is u n ­ 
conscionable rate. 
T he plan suggested seem s to us a 
feasible one. 
T here would have to be 
legislation to carry it o u t; b u t if th e peo­ 
ple favored it there would be no difficulty 
in its passage. 
We w ould certainly 
secure a m uch better and m ore durable 
class of streets in this way. 
T here would 
be an end to gravel pavem ents laid down 
m erely th a t th e 
firat 
storm 
should 
wash them aw ay. 
In th e courae of five 
or six years all our inhabited streets 
would be finely paved, and Los Angeles 
would then really present valid claim e 
entitling her to trie distinction of beiDg 
the model c :ty of the U nited States.

Tbig increase is 
alm ost e n ­ 
tirely anti-M orm on, and at th e present

he once ruled 
w ith despotic 
sway. 
W ith a strong A m erican sen ti­ 
m ent in the ascendant in S alt L ake, th e 
peculiar fam ily relations encouraged by 
th e polygam ous wing of M orm opism will 
soon be frowned down. 
Few M orm on 
women will be found w ith faith strong 
enough to stand up against th e active 
disfavor of their fam ily relations devel­ 
oped by a healthy A m erican sense of the 
essential parity of m onogam ous m ar­ 
riages, and of the essential naatioess in ­ 
herent in any system based on a plural­ 
ity of wives.

S a l t L a k e C i ty , F eb ru ary 9.— The 
cam paign for th e city election has been 
one of th e fiercest ever conducted an y ­ 
w here. 
I t really began last J u n e , and 
has been grow ing in intensity ever since, 
ending on th e p art of th e L iberals by an 
im m ense to rchlight p arade F riday n ig h t, 
in w hich th e re w ere four thousand m en. 
Illum inations, 
b u n ting 
and fireworks 
m ade th e city a blaze of light. 
L ast 
night th e M orm on p arty had th e ir clos­ 
ing dem ons*ration, w hich was m ach th e 
sam e as th e o th er, b u t th e re were only 
th ie e th o usand in line, and m uch less 
decora*ion and illum ination, b u t an ele- 
gaut display of firew orks. 
T he cam paign has been a great p o liti­ 
cal educator, som ething needed h ere. 
On F riday n ig h t th e illum inated resi­ 
dences of th e L iberals m ade th e sky 
lig h t up w ith a glare. 
Probably 2,000 
houses w ere lighted and decorated. 
T he 
election is tom orrow , and th e L iberals 
are confident of nearly 1,000 m ajority. 
The M orm ons also claim success, but 
m ake no figures. 
N ever before in th e history of th e T er­ 
ritory has a political cam paign • been so 
bitterly fought as the one w hich closed 
8aturday n ig h t for the election of m unici­ 
pal officers for th is city on M onday. T he 
question at issue hau been n eith er R e­ 
publican nor D em ocratic, but M orm ons 
vs. anti-M orm one. 
The last election for 
m em ber of th e Legislature, w hich resulted 
in the L iberals (anti-M orm ons) carrying 
th e city by a m ajority of 41, has caused 
every m an to com e out and to w ork to 
th e utterm ost, th e L iberals to agAin carry 
th e city, and th e P eople’s party for M or­ 
m ons) to prevent a defeat from w hich 
they could possibly never recover. 
The 
in terest is so intense th a t the Legislature 
on S aturday adjourned over to T uesday. 
T he city, from one end to tho other, is 
decorated w ith flags and bunting os 
though it w ere a national holiday, and 
during th e p ast week torchlight proces­ 
sions, w ith thousands of m en, w ere pa­ 
rading the streets nightly. 
To predict th e resu lt 
of th e con­ 
te st tom orrow is utterly im possible to 
any degree cf accuracy ; both parties are 
confident of success, but th e m ajority for 
eith er side will be very sm all. 
T H E MORMON C H A IRM A N IN T E R V IE W E D . 
In an interview by th e Associated 
Press. F. S. R ichards, chairm an of the 
P eople’s party, and one of th e leading 
M orm ons of tlie T erritory, w as ask ed : 
“ W hat will be th e effect upon th e ad ­ 
m ission of th e Territory into th e U nion 
by either th e defeat or victory of th e 
People’s party at th is electio n ?” 
“ I t should have no effect, for we are 
entitled to statehood. 
R egarding lccal 
po itics, doubtless th e P eople’s defeat 
would tend to rom ove Liberal opposition 
to statehood, for th e L iberal party is an x ­ 
ious for statehood as soon as, b u t not u n ­ 
til, it shall gain absolute political dom i­ 
nation in th e S tate and her cities. 
B ut 
this fact should not influence th e F ederal 
G overnm ent, for it is m onstrous to m ake 
th e sovereignty of a com m onw ealth th e 
plaything of local factious.” 
“ W ill tho election of th e P eo p le’s 
ticket retard th e progress of th e T erritory 
and im m igration?” 
“ No, Salt L ake now is one of th e moEt 
B&fely progressive cities in A m erica, and 
th a t progress would be continued and 
encouraged. 
T he im m igration of d esira­ 
ble citizens of all classes, and th e in v e st­ 
m ent of capital would continue as in the 
past. 
Only fictitious progress, an d the 
influx of ih e dissolute or idle elem ent 
w hich attachea itself to a boom , would 
be stay e d .” 
“ Does your p arty favor adm ission into 
th e U nion ?” 
“ Y es, if adm ission can bo had upon 
th e basis of equal rig h ts to all M orm ons 
whose conduct is in accordance w ith the 
law .” 
“ W hat is th e general feeling in regard 
to th e E dm unds and E dm uuds-T ucker 
a c ts?” 
“ T he L iberals of course w ere gratified, 
as these acts were calculated to afford 
them considerable and unusual political 
help. 
But th e People regard Bome of 
th e ir features intolerant and UDneceesary 
to put in execution th e G o vernm ent’s 
plan against the form er practice of plural 
m arriage. 
For instance, th e arb itrary 
confiscation of church edifices and other 
property is unw orthy of a free G overn­ 
m e n t; also giving all ju ry selections, 
even in civil cases, to th e L iberals, is 
deem ed cruelly un-A m ericau.” 
“ W hat will be th e resu lt to th e M or­ 
m on church, any m ore th an to any o ther 
c h u rc h ? ” 
“ Possibly discrim ination against in d i­ 
vidual m em bers of the church m ig h t e n ­ 
sue. 
T he result to our party w euld be 
th e sam e as to any other strong party 
under such circum stances. 
Political d e­ 
feat is not alw ays perm anent. 
T he dav 
m ight com e, and th a t quickly, w hen all 
classes of decent citizens would h elp our 
party back into pow er. 
One year ago 
th e L iberals carried Ogden, and soon 
there reigned such saturnalia of w hiakev, 
w om en and gam bling, th a t the U nited 
S tates officials were obliged to interfere 
and enforce police regulations. 
T he 
m oral L iberals of O gdrn expreseed d is­ 
gust w ith th e ir own party and w ished 
th e People once m ore to control.” 
“ Are not th e M orm on church and the 
People’s party o n e?” 
“ C ertainly th ey are not. 
The idea 
th a t they are is circulated for political 
purposes in order th a t th e enactm ents 
against th e church m ay be operated 
against th e party. 
M em bership or affili­ 
ation w ith th e church is no requisite for 
th e P eople’s p arty ’s standing or can d i­ 
dacy.” 
“ Are th e E d m u n d s and E dm unds- 
T ucker 
acts 
used 
for political pur­ 
poses ?” 
“ Yes, and that, was th e cause of th eir 
dem aud by th e L iberal party. A nyw here 
else a political m inority is com pelled to 
w ait until it can reverse public sen ti­ 
m ent or gain a m ain m inority by legit­ 
im ate accretions of new citizens. 
But 
th e Liberals w ere too im patient for ordi­ 
nary m ethods. 
They w anted m easures 
w hich wonld give th em im m ediate con­ 
trol, and because of th e unpopularity of 
the nam e they have obtained acts dis­ 
franchising a large n um ber of pioneer 
citizens and all th e w om en, and now 
they are striving under th e sam e cover to 
get Congressional legislation to take the 
suffrage from every m an w ho is not a 
m em ber of th e L iberal party .” 
“ W hat of th e rum ors alleging Liberal 
Irauds ?” 
“ F raud and u su rpation have 
been 
ram pant. 
A ll th e registration and elec­ 


tion m achinery is in th e h an d s of the 
Liberals. 
A special registration car was 
ran ; carloads of lia e m en an d gangs of 
laborers who never saw 8alt L ake, were 
plied with 
w hiskey 
and 
registered. 
Scores of th e P eople’s party voters were 
struck off the lists in defiance of the 
ruling of th e Suprem e C ourt of the 
United States, and others of our voters 
who lived here forty years, w ere chal­ 
lenged on th e ground of non resid en ce; 
others who were past 40, on th e gronnd 
of being under age. 
T he registrars, four 
of whom are candidates on th e Liberal 
ticket, are declared to bo suprem e, and 
we are told we have no redress. 
Inspec­ 
tor John B onfield, of C hicago, cam e here 
and exposed th e ir frau d s.” 


W HAT GOVERN O R TH O M A S SA Y S. 
G overnor A rthur L. T hom as, th e m ost 
p ro m in en t le a d e r of th e Liberal p arty , a 
resid en t of U ta h fo r ele v e n years, and 
probably th e betd p o sted m a n on Territo­ 
rial politics, w as interview ed a s follow s: 
‘•G overnor, th e r e a ro ru m o ra th a t th e 
election to m o rro w m a y p re c ip ita te a rio t 
a n d th a t se rio u s 
tro u b le w ill e n su e. 
W h at is y o u r o p in io n ? ” 
“ I am of th e opinion th a t th e election 
will be a peaceful ono. 
B oth parties are 
working to this en d .” 
“ How will th e result of th e election 
effect statehood ?” 
“ The G entiles will probably carry th e 
city by 500 m aj jrity . 
T his place is th e 
moat im portant city in th e T erritory in 
M ormon hands. T his can have no im m e­ 
diate effect on statehood. 
It will be 
some tim e, probably years, before th e 
Gentiles will control th e T erritory, and 
U tah should not be adm itted as a State 
until a large m ajority of h er people are in 
sym pathy w ith th e Liboral p arty .” 
Continuing, th e G overnor said : 
“ A 
policem an is nover seen two squares from 
M ain stree t; all tLis in a city of 50,000 
people. 
In a larger Bense, th e great 
overshadow ing question w hich dom inates 
in every election, m unicipal or general, 
is the attitu d e 
of 
the 
m ajority 
of 
th e people tow ard th e G overnm ent tra­ 
der which they livo. 
T he G entiles d e­ 
m and th at w hen law s are passed they 
should be obeyed, an d th a t when courts 
of last resort have decided laws to be 
valid, there should no longer be a contro­ 
versy respecting them . 
T he law of 1862 
making polygam y unlaw ful, was flag­ 
rantly violated. 
Tho sam e law pro­ 
hibited any church corporation 
from 
holding m ere th an $50,000 w orihof prop­ 
erty. 
T his was defiantly disregarded. 
The M orm on church becam e a m am m oth 
businoss concorn in com petition w ith its 
own people. 
A t th e tim e oi th e passage 
of the E ám unds-T u ck sr act it owned the 
D aseret telegraph system of the T erri­ 
tory, the m ajority of th e stock in the 
stree t railw ay and iu the gas com pany 
of Salt L a k e ; it also ow ned the Deseret 
Evening New s, th e Salt Lake theater, the 
Zion’s Co operative M ercantile In stitu ­ 
tion 8avings B ank, U rge blocks of stock 
in tho D eseret N ational and other banka 
and 
a 
large 
nm ount 
of im proved 
and 
unim proved 
property. 
In 
ad­ 
dition 
to 
this Jo h n Taylor said iu 
1880 th a t th e church owned $430 000 of 
th e $1,000,000 of capital etock of Zion’s 
C o-operative M ercantile In stitution, be­ 
sides large herds of cattle and other 
Auimals in different parts of the Terri­ 
tory. 
I t was this vast accum ulation of 
property, w hich was in violation of the 
law , w hich led to th e act by Congress 
escheating this surplus property for pub­ 
lic schools. 
It is a rem arkable fact, 
though, th a t no G entile in U tah asked 
U r th e passage of the confiscation act. 
They deplored it, as they realized they 
w ould be charged w ith trying to rob th e 
M orm ons. T he Zion’s C o-operative M er­ 
cantile Inetitution, 
founded 
by th e 
church, is a greater m enace to busi­ 
ness interests th an 
anv tiu st which 
exists iu th e 
E ast. 
T he E dm u u d s- 
Tucker law s have been sullenly su b ­ 
m itted to. 
The G entiles believe th a t if 
opportunity presented itself th e old sys­ 
tem , now partially repressed bv th e 
F ederal law, would be resto red ; th a t 
m any church doctrines an d practices are 
hostile and inim ical to th e G overnm ent, 
and these being accepted and followed 
by th e neople, necessarily places them in 
a hostile attitude to the G overnm ent.” 
“ G overnor, I have beau told by Mor­ 
m ons th a t G entile suceses m eans M or­ 
mon spoliation.” 
“ Such a statem en t can only bo m ade 
for effect E ast. 
I t is a fact th a t there is 
not a case on record in th e courts of th e 
Territory w here, so far as I know , a 
M orm on has been despoiled of one d ol­ 
lar by a G entile.” 


T H E G E N T IL E CH A IR M A N . 
On th e question of fraud C . W . Pow ­ 
ers, chairm an of th e L iboral party, has 
to a a y : 
“ I t is th e last resort of th e defeated 
party. 
T he L iberals have kept etrictlv 
w itnin th e law , and have ru n an honest 
cam paign, open 
an d 
aboveboard. 
In 
Ju n e, w hen th e b attle began, th e M or­ 
m ons com m enced colonizing th e city and 
continued th e w ork u ntil th e close of 
registration. 
T hey brought from Mor- 
m ontow n 
1,250 
m en, 
m ostly single, 
whom th ey p u t to work upon sew ers and 
public canals. 
Tliaae m en are not en ti­ 
tled to vote here. 
W e traced them out 
and follow ed them so closely tk a t only 
500 registered. 
U nder our law it is th e 
duty of th e registrars d uring th e two 
weeks preceding elections to h ear objec- 
tioDR 
to voters 
an d 
strik e those not 
entitled 
to 
vote 
from 
th e 
list. 
We 
challenged 
these 500 colonizers, 
and also those whom we h ad reason to 
believe polygam ist*; no m an was ch a l­ 
lenged w ithout a reasonable cause. D ur­ 
ing th e registration Jo h n Bonfield was 
im ported from C hicago, and brought 
wi'.h him m en whom we hav e show n to 
be thieves, thugs, burglars, re p e a te rs; 
and 
th e 
cry 
of 
fraud 
was raised, 
U nder 
th e 
cover of th is cry they 
hoped 
to 
vote 
th e ir repeaters and 
work 
th e ir 
Aim flam ers. 
T he 
law 
noder 
w hich 
th e 
registrare 
have 
acted is a M orm on law , adopted by a 
Legislature 
unanim ously 
M orm on, 
against th e G entiles’ protest, and was 
fram ed for th e express purpose of pre­ 
venting G entiles from obtaining a footing 
in the T erritory. 
Now th a t th e officers 
appointed by th e U tah com m ission are 
G entiles, th e M orm ons cry o ut against 
thi* child of th e ir own creating. 
In ­ 
stead of fighting a m anly fight they sit 
on th e ir .haunches and b ark 
like coy­ 
otes.”

It proved 
a great figut, lasting throe hours and 
tw elve m inutes, an d would have been 
going on yet but for th e arrival cf th e 
i train. 
In th e first round Bowen ru sh ed Jo h n ­ 
son and knocked h im dow n th ree tim es, 
punishing him severely around the body, 
Bowen was not h u rt, but ex h au sted him 
eelf so th a t he w as not stro n g enough 
thereafter to deliver th e finishing touch.
